A French representative turned up at the 
wheat conference at Rome and wanted to know 
whether the wheat exporting countries would 
cut down their tariffs against French goods if 
France reduced its wheat production and re- 
sumed the purchase of supplies abroad, 
Representatives of the exporting countries were 
too busy just then arranging an imaginary price 
for wheat to pay any attention to his sane pro- 
posal 

Now France threatens to start dumping 
wheat in the British and Danish markets at 50 
cents a bushel. Perhaps the high-tariff gov- 
ernments of the exporting countries can “laugh 
that off,” remembering that the Government of 
Franch last year bought up 40,000,000 bushels 
of wheat to keep it off the market and support 
the artificial domestic price.

A few evenings ago, at the home of Mr. W. R

ald had to do to get there from his home at 
Fort Colville in the Columbia region was to 
penetrate the great canyon of the Columbia for 
60 miles through the Selkirks from Revelstoke 
to the “Big Eddy,” climb the Athabasca Pass, 
paddle down the Saskatchewan from its head- 
waters to lake Winnipeg and thence to the Red 
River settlement where Rev. Mr. Cochrane ran 
a select boarding school for the children of 
Chief Factors and Chief Traders of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. 

Young Ranald was aided by the fact that 
Chief Factor Duncan Finlayson on his way to 
a Council meeting at Norway House, accom- 
panied by six powerful French-Canadian 
voyageurs. They acted as his escort to school. 


There's a hundred-year-old reference to 
Jasper, Alberta, in young Ranald’s story of his 
trip to school in the year 1834, which should 
interest the folk who have visited that place of 
mountain splendor, of lakeland beauty and 
resting place for tired nerves. For there was a 
Jasper in 1834 when young Ranald shot by it 
down the Athabasca on his way to school two 
thousand miles from home, 

They called it Jasper House then. It was 
the last support east of the Rockies on the reg- 
ular Hudson’s Bay route overland from the 
head-waters of the Athb&sca to those of the 
Columbia River by way of Athabasca Pass. 

The forts and trading stations sometimes 
took their names from the temporary houses 
that servants of the Hudson’s Bay and North- 
west Companies had erected. It may shatter 
any poetic conception that Jasper Park takes 
its name from green or multi-colored chalce- 
dony as made a Biblical writer equip 
heaven with a sea of jasper, but the fact is 
that Jasper takes its name from that of a clerk 
of the old Northwest Company—one Jasper 
Hawes, who worked in the Athabasca depart- 
ment. What the name loses in poetic symbol- 
ism it gaine in historicity. 

Young Ranald MacDonald as he flashed 
past Jasper House to the s ig of the paddles 
—or more lik stretched his cramped legs on 
the river b and listened to his elders swap 
yarns and greetings over their rum—never pic- 
tured the time when Jasper would become a 
great national park with a world-wide fame 
for beauty. He never imagined transcontinental 
trains runnings clock-like schedules —

You have two different parts of your mind:

William James compared the entire mind to an 
iceberg, one-tenth of which you see above the 
water and nine-tenths of which is hidden. The 
conscious mind is the same as the one-tenth 
you see and the sub-conscious 
mind is the same as the nine- 
tenths which is hidden. 

The conscious mind is the 
reasoning thinking part of 
your mind. The sub-conscious 
is the seat of emotion, in- 
stinct, and habit, and is the 
storehouse of memory. 
Another duty of the sub- 
conscious is to re-build the 
body, replacing the old cells 
with new ones. 

One of the most important facts about the 
sub-conscious is that it does not reason, It 
works according to the law of suggestion and 
acts upon the suggestions or commands sent to 
it by the conscious mind, trying to materialize 
them. This fact has been known to all of the 
great teachers of mind control, Remember, 
nine-tenths of your thinking goes on in your 
sub-conscious and the sub-conscious can be 
changed by simply changing the kind of sug- 
gestion sent to it from the conscious mind.

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We Are Liable For Our 
Parents’ Debts 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


No law of Canada has enacted that when a parent dies his 
child or children must pay his debts. But should the parent 
borrow the money in the name of his municipality, his province or 
his Dominion Government, the child or children will be liable 
for this debt. For good measure there will be loaded on to the 
child or children a Hability for all public debts existing in his or 
their lifetime, although in great measure contracted before the 
date of birth of anyone now living. 


All this has an Irish sound; but it is diffieult to explain such 
an absurd condition in correct and logical terms. 


b . By way of making the situation more grotesque and more 
injurious, the ordinary citizens are never permitted to pay off 
public debts, When the time for payment of any public debt 
A arrives, it must be refunded; that is to say new long term secur- 
a ities must be issued to take up the old ones—and the public debt 

carried on so as to extend to and be loaded as a liability onto 


two or three generations as yet unborn. 


The gentleman who invented refunding was second only in 
degree of accomplishment to the gentleman who invented interest. 


True we accumulate sinking funds—but such funds under 
present practice are used as national assets extending the general 
¥, borrowing power—not for paying off anything, but for borrow- 
: ing more money. 


The result is that individual credit. and the value of individ- 
ually owned assets become wiped out by the immense weight of 
the public debt. Banks and corporations divert money into gov- 

' ernment bonds as being a first charge on the nation and all its 

, assets and all its people and their belongings. This ownership of 
public bonds in the hands of corporations is most sacred; nothing 
must be done to alter or hurt this heaven-devised right of 
property. 


But let an individual follow in the footsteps of the corpora- 
tions and accumulate a large amount in government bonds, then, 
upon his death, the suecession duty laws will take away from one- 
quarter to one-half of his savings and give them to the govern- 
ment. 


Rich and poor alike are injured by a large outstanding public 
debt; and it is an unnecessary injury 


The remedy is to pay off all public debts now, in order of 
maturity, in money guaranteed by the government—made sound 
by a sinking fund secured on the revenue benefitted by paying 

/ off the debt—and actually used for redeeming outstanding money 
whenever the supply in circulation becomes greater than the 
commerce of the country can absorb, 


Abolish all public borrowing—and pay for public expend- 
itures first, only out of revenue, and second, when any greater 
expenditure is necessary, out of moneys issued for the purpose, 
but only issued up to the extent to which an adequate sinking 
fund upon some definite revenue is created. 


This will be, for the individual as for the nation, the differ- 
ence between progress and prosperity in the future and the 
present condition of deflation, unemployment, and collapse of 
value of all properties which an individual may hold 

True, it is experimental; but all human progress is made by 


experiment. 
There is nothing experimental about our present system; the 
coming of panics and deflations and ruinations is just as certain 


as death itself.
